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Greeks and Romans, which were too large to be 
covered with Lead or Jyle, this is ſuppoſed to 
be open: and as they firetched a Cordage from Pi- 
laſter to Pilaſter, upon which they ſtrained a covering 
of Cloth, to prote& the people from the injuries of the 
weather ; ſo here is a Cord-Moulding guilded, that 
| reaches croſs and croſs the Houſe both in length and 
breadth , which ſupporteth a great Red Drapery , 
ſuppoſedto have covered the Roof , but now furled 
up by the Genu ronnd about the Houſe towards 
the Walle, which diſcovereth the open air, and 
maketh way for the deſcent of the Arts. and Sciences, 
that are congregated together in a Circle of Clouds, 

to whoſe Aſſembly Truth deſcends as being ſollieited 
and implored by the moſt of them. For joy of which 

Feſtival the other Genii ſport about the clouds , 

with their Feſtoons of Flowers and Laurels, and 
perpare their Garlands of Lawrels and Roſes , viz, 

Honor and Pleaſure , for the great Lovers and 
Studers f thoſe Arts. And that the Aſſembly may 

be perfecily happy, their great Enemies and Diſturb- 

ers, Envy, Rapine, and Brutality, are by the 


Ceni of their oppoſite Virtues , viz. Prudence, 


Fo:titude , and Eloquence driven from the So. 


The report of the Aſſembly of the one, and the Ex- 
pulſion of the other, is proclaimd through the open 
and ſerene Air by ſome other of the Genii, that 


blowing their Antick Trumpets, divide themſelves 
intothe ſeveral Quarters of the world.

On her right hand is the Goſpel, with the Ctols 
and Chalice. | 

In the ſame Diviſion, over the Moſaical Law, 
is Hiſtory holding up ber Pen, as dedicating it to 
Truth, antl an attending Genius with ſeveral Frag- 
ments of Old writing, om which ſhe collected her 
Hiſtory into her Book. f 

On the other fide of the Goſpel, is Divine Poeſy, 
with her Harp of David's faſhion. 

On the ſame ſide of the Circle, oppoſite to Theo- 
logy, are Mathemarick Sciences in ſeveral ſquares 
(depending on demonſtration as the other on Faith) 
As Aſtronomy with the Celeſtial Glaþe, Geogra- 
phy with the Terreſtrial, Ceometry with her Square 
' andPlumb-line, Optick with her Perſpective- glaſs; 


Alſo Arithmetick, Architecture, Perſpective, c | 
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In another ſquare, on the Weſt ſide of the Circle, 
is Law, with her Ruling Scepter, accompanied with 
Records on the one fide, on the other with Rhetorick, 
by which js an attending Genius, with the Scales of 
Juſtice, and a Figure with a Palm-branch, the Em. 
blem of Reward for virtuous Actions, And the Ro- 
man Faſces, the Marks of Power and Puniſhment. 

On that fide the Circle,oppo fete to Law, is Phy ſick 

with the Knotty Staff of Eſculapius, with 2 Serpent 
winding about it. The Herbaliſt imploring the aſſiſt- 
ance of Truth for the right underſtanding of her 
3 e ones with a Bolt. head in his 
hand. The Chyrurgeon as preparing her ſelf to fi- 
niſh the diſſecting of gil 1 * 11 3 
already opened, is held before her by one of the Ge- 
mii. Ix other places, where room can beſt be had ib 
make the compoſition graceful, is Logick in a poſture 
of arguing. In the Triangle on the left hand of the 
Law, is Muſick, with her paper of Mufick-notes on 
her Knee, with « Genius by her playing on 4 Flute, 
being the Emblem of the moſt ancient Muſick.

In the midſt of which, as deſcending from above, 


is the figure of Truth ſitting on à Cloud; in one 
hand a Palm-branch, the Emblem of Vicior), in the 


other the Sun, whoſe Brightneſs enlightens all the 
Circle with Figures, and is ſo bright, that it ſom- 
thing hides the fate of her ſelf to us that are below. 
Over the Entrance of the Front of the Theater 
are Three Figures tumbling down ; as Envy with 
ber Snaky hairs, Squint eyes, Haggs breaſt, Pale ve- 
nomous Complexton, Strong, but ugly Limbs, and 
Riveling skin, frighted from abowe by the ſight of 
Pallas ber Shield with the Gorgon's head in it, a- 
gainſt which ſbee would oppoſe the biggeſt of her 
Snakes, but her fall is ſo precipitous that ſbe hath no 
command of her Armes. EY 
Then Rapine with her Fiery eyes, Grinning 
teeth, ſharp twangs, her hands imbrued in bloud, 
holding a bloody Dagger in one hand, inthe other « 
burning Flambo; with which Inftruments ſhe would 
ſeixe on, or deſtroy, not only Learning, but her Habi- 
tations, hut is prevented and overcome by an Her- 
culian Genius, or Power.
